The men 
had loaded a big wagon and a trailer 
about 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
and were coupling the two together 
when the trailer bumped forcibly 
aguinet the front wagon. Wilverton 
was kneeling down adjusting the coup- 
lings when the wagons collided and his 
head was caught between the front 
wheel of the trailer and the box of the

The symbol in question is the old- 
est known symbol in the world and is 
called the Swastika, a Sanskrit word 
meaning welfare or good fortune. The 


Swastika is found in prehistoric graves 


and fuins in all quarters of the globe. 
It is carved upon the solid rock in the 
mountains of India, and painted upon 
the walls of the cafions of Arizona. 
It is dug up out of the ruins of ancient 
, and from the graves of the 
Mound Builder Indians of Ohio. It is 
found in cliff dwellers’ pottery in North 
America, and upon 
prehistoric pottery 
in Brazil. It is also 
common in China 

and Japan. 

Of how or when 
the Swastika was 
carried from one 
continent to anoth- 
er there is no rec- 
ord. At the pres- 
ent time the Nava- 

jo Indians use it symbolically in some 
of their religious ceremonies, 
weave it into their blankets and man- 
ufacture it from silver. 

Thomas Wilson, curator of the United 
States Museum, in his book, “The 
Swastika,” says of it: “What seems 
at all times to have deen an attribute 


ved in modern times, and, 
while the Swastika is recognized as a 
holy and sacred symbol of at least one 
Bu istic religious sect, it is still used 
by the common people of India, China 
and Japan as a sign of long life, good 
wishes and good fortune. Thus was 
shown that in far as well as near 
countries, in modern as well as an- 
cient times, this sign stood for biess- 
ings, good wishes, and, by a slight ex- 
tension, for good luck.”

I was much interested in reading the 
full opinion .of the commission, also 
those of Commissioners Prouty and 
Knapp. I am v sure an unbiased 
mind would concur in general with the 
commission's opinion. But ag to the 
benefit to the grower of a reduced rate 
or ex ted time it is my own opinion 
that Mr. Prouty voices the sentiments 
of many growers. Is it fair, from read- 
ing Mr. Prouty's opinion, to conclude 
that he coincides in the reduced rate 
as a punishment? And is it not a 
fact that he simply argues that the 
reduction in rate proposed will be of 
less service to the growers than would 
be an expedited service? As to the jus- 
tice of the reduction, Mr. Prouty 
claims that a slower service does not 
cost the carriers as much as the for- 
mer service, but that it does cost the 
growers much. Citrus fruits are perish- 
able freight and when in a perishing 
condition each day's delay doubles the 
trouble. Hence a twelve-days’ service 
te Chicago will reduce the value of a 
perishing car of fruit over an eight- 
days’ service far more than the benefit 
of the 15 cents per hundred pounds. I

than a long one. I fully believe that 
if the carriers would carefully investi- 
gate the citrus industry and its returns 
to the growers they would readily con- 
cede us an expedited service. And are 
we not entitled to a reduction in 
freight charge for each day's delay? 
To build up the citrus industry to the 
point of returns the investment de- 
mands we have, I think a serv- 
ice of six days to Chicago, nine days 
seaboard, with a reduction for delayed 
time. For this I am willing to pay the 
present rate. It is the custom with 
some of the roads in the East to offer 
an expedited passenger service between 
Chicago and New York with a reduc- 
tion for delayed time. Was it not on 
this very basis that the carriers re- 
turned to the growers over $75,000 in 
1900-01 for loss caused by delayed serv- 
ice? 

It may be a matter of opinion only, 
but I am very sure the growers are 
willing to pay a fair price for such 
a service as their produce needs, but 
we cannot profitably grow citrus fruit 
te ship very far on the slow schedules 
now maintained. Yet with help in ex- 
pedited time from the railroads, and 


the help we ought to get as the result 


of research now going on into causes 
ot decay, I think we will easily handle 
the crop now selling for another year’s 
business. ALFRED P. GRI

A few days afterward, Lieut. Blue 
passed through the Spanish lines on 
the island and established the fact that 
the enemy's fleet was at Santiago, later 
fixing the position of the Spanish ships 
upon the chart. 

It was Lieut. Blue who fired the shots 
that cut down the Spanish flagstaff at 
Aguadores on July 1, and he took part 
in the engagement with the enemy's 
batteries at Manzanillo on August 12, 
1898, the day on which the President 
signed the peace protocol.

Kempff during the trouble in China, 
ir 1900, and later saw service in the 
Philippines.
